Awards program, they are the same thing. The 
Contest Committee is more liberal since some 
contest operators go to great length to obtain 
peculiar prefixes for the contest weekends, 
thus the Contest Committee wants them to be 
rewarded by counting them as separate multi- 
pliers.
